Introductory—General Character of the
Mecting.

Pursuant Lo this eall, a very large number of
persons of both sexes and of all ages assembled
Jast evening in and about Penn Square. Nu-
merically the meeting was an extensive one, and
a8 the market for mass meetings goes, may be
denominated a8 o “complete sucoess,”

This mass meeting was essentially Democratic
in its character. There were none present who
were noisy or active who could not be traced as
Democrats of the old school from youth up,

The ‘‘Conservative Republicans” were very
scarce in the crowd, Bxcepton the stands, as
officers, we doubt whether 8 hundred of this
©lass of politicians could have been mustered in
the mass of humanity in the streets.

The speakers were all Democrats of the
©ld school, and their speeches cleurly proved
that Mr. Johnson advocated thelr principles,
They proclaimed the radical Republicans us
siDizunionists,” and would acknowledge no
snessure as good for anything except the aboli-
tion of slavery, which Mr, Biddle sald was com-
plete and done with, and, therefore, not to be
alluded to.

The ward processions were handsomely ar-
yanged, and were very credituble, There was but
little speaking, and the orators were not the
great men of the Democrstic party, Those who
went to hear the prineciples of the Johnson
party exponnded last night were grievously dis-
appointed,

The Twentieth and Ninth Wards made the
finest displays procesgional. The lormer turned
out # very lurge number of men, sod but few
boys. Their transparencies were origingl in de-
gign and of fair execution,

The *Buckwalter Campaign Club" presented
® good appearance, and they were cheered lustily
&t all points of the line,

The Processlons,

1n view of the approaching elections,the most
gtrenuons exertions were made lo make this
parade & most extensive affair; and those luter-
ested in getting It up suoceeded in their endea-
vors, One circumstance was greatly in their
favor—the weather, It was one of the coolest
and finest evenings we have bad for a long time,
znd would of itself have tempted the great mass
of the people ont of doors even if !.l‘n-.m Were no
great demonstralion fntended, Early !n the
evening the preparations were seen all over the
city by the different ward ussociations to bring
out the delegations in thelr strongest force.
At the stands for the speakers, on Broad strect
near the Penn Square, the crowd commence
10 astemble quite enrly in the e\'n-ning. These
stands were Lugtefully decorated with American
ensigns, and were placed, the one at the south-
west corner of Broad and Market streels, and
4he other at the northesst corner of Pemn

uare and Broad street.
&lﬂa the bour drew nigh there was a great

#ass ol bugeuity around the stapds, S0op a9
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different ward associations bogan to make thear
appearance, and about B8 o'clock In the evening
the torchlights begsn 1o flash ia every direction.

As the time nrpwm:hed tor the organization
of the mocting the whole of Broad streat, be-
tween Market and Chesnut, was erowded, There
wae pome little conlusion and not & little unnoy-
ance on the stands, owing to the very poor
arrangements  for hzht. At one time the
rv.-ronnm thought they would be left in the dark
altogether, but a supply of candles came just in
time, At the corner of the church, Broad and
Fenn, there wae considerable amusement de-
rived from an irate individual who was laying
down his principles in language more forcible
than clegant to an nnappreciative orowd, About
half-past elght the first delegations begnn to
make thelr eppoarance,

The meeting was called to order by Colonel
Pryor who suid:—Fellow-oltizens, I say to you
thit the Democracy of the cit of Philudelphia
and the conservative Republicans are not in
charge of the city: if they were, we would have
the benefit of the gas works. (It wonld be pro-
per for us to say here that the prospects for
nght at the commencement of the meeting were
very glim, the lanterns hung up on the front of
the stage were insufliclent, and we thought we
would have to prepure our report in the dark,
but suflicient light was afterwaras obtained, so
that we could scribble to our heart's content.)
Our opponents have posgesgion of the pipes in
the streets, and we have to fall back upon our
OWN resources,

At lasl we have light enongh for the occaslon,
(Applause.) 1 now propose to organize the
mecting by caliing te the Chair William 5.
Price, who has always been a friend of Andrew
Johnson. (Applause.) One of those patriots
that love principle before party. (Applause.)
One who loves the Constitution and the country
in preference to negro suifrage, (Applause.)
A man who has ulwu_\{‘s been against the Demo-
criacy until he found his party desired to elevate
to position the negroes of the country, and place
them upon a level with the white man. There-
tore I propose to you the Hon. Willlam 8, Price
a4 Chairman ol this meeting.

Three cheers were given for the President as
Lie came forward, when he said:—

Fellow-citizens;—1 thank you tor the honor
conferred upon me by ealling me to preside st
this tume over the friends of constitutional gov-
ernment, We, fellow-eitizens, are approaching
an election in which constitutional government
ig to be gorely tmed; and, in dmes hke these,
when constitutionsl provisions are lost sight of,
and disregard ol I8 purpose to govern the
country by the direst passion® of the hour, it
behoves the friends of fresdom and the Consti-
tution 1o come together in thousands and tens
of thousands, as they come tonight, to muke
manitest their loyalty to the bright charter of
their rights, and to uphold the President who
upholas it.  (Applanse.)

On the anmversary of * the adoption of the
Constitutionof the United States, that drst made
us one people, and it 1s it that we should come
together, and again, ns often before, manifest our
loyalty to that instrument and our reverence
for the memories of the great men who framed
it; and that we should, fellow-citizens, as far as
in us lies, meet togelher firmly agwin nnder
the broad wgms of the Constitution, and thirty-
six Stutes of the American Union, The duties
which devolve upon us now are the duties of
peace, nnd they are no longer the duties of war,
'he Preaident lomg since proclaimed to the
country that armed resistance to the Constitu-
tion and the laws wus at an end,

We are entitled now, theretore, to expect that
the provisions o! the Constitution will be ob-
served by all and in all departuents of this Gov-
erpment, by Congress az well as by the Presi-
dent.  That twenty-five States shall legislate
for olid govern thirty-six States of this Union is
nowhere to be lound m that frame ol govern-
ment. Tennessee has been lately admitted into
this limited partnership—has been admitted, it
muy seem, no better than betore, How much
longer, lellow-citizens, iz it designed by Con-
gress to keep the remaining ter States out of
the Union *—if until the Constitutional amend-
ments are adopted?

We have no assurance thatif these amend-
ments were adopted to-morrow, that this Recon-
struction Committee of Congress would not fur-
msh usg with a new code ol conditions to be
complied with before those States should be
admitted agamn into the Union. Are they to be
kept out tntil after the Pregidential election of
1868 Probably o, unless the people go to the
yolls and elect such men to Congress as will

nsist that this practicsl dissension shall no

longer be maintiined by the radicals, Presi-
dent Johneon, gentlemen, i8 but fulfilling an
ofticiul duty to the comntry in the great
struggle which he has made and is making
uﬁnmst the most violent and intense opposition
that any FPresident has ever yet had to en-
counter,

And, gentlemen, it 15 the simple duty of the
citizen 10 countenance and uphold the Chlef
Magistrate of the nation who is in the perform-
arce of sosacred aduaty to the people at lnrm
He has asked you for your suppert. He
commilted the Constitution to your keeping;
and, fellow-citizens, while the gallant leaders
of our forees, by both land and sea, are to-day
in conveution in Cleveland, to give tothe Prosi-
dent of the United States their united support
and encouragement in this Ereat trial, it 158 be-
fitting that we in Philadelphia should gmive our
tribute, and premise him also,that when he hears
from Phi]adalqlhla in October, he will see that
which will cheer him on in this great work
which he has expressed his determination to
persist in, There are other distinguished gentle-
men here whom I know you would like to hear,
and it will become my pleasant duty as Chair-
man of this ruvm.iuig to iptroduce them to you.

Hon, William A, Porter was the firsl speaker
He spoke as follows:—

I wish to say a fow thiogs, firet of the past and
then ot the preseut, | coniess I look with much
satisinotion on the course of the great mass of
the Demogratic party. lts great leaders, from Jof-
forson to Jackson, were ardont friends of the Union.
teneral Jrokson probably exereised more jofluenco
on the minds ol his followers n any other statos-

man before or rince, The dootrine of his p .
tion o1 1832, declaring that, come what might, the
Union nover should be dissolved, and that foree

must and should be used suficiont to put down any

attempt to dissolve it, made a deep and lasting im-
ression on the hearts of our fathers, We loarncd
t from them,

In 1861 this dootrive bore abundant frmt. It was
& beautdul sight to witnoss the response given, with.
out any distinotion of party, to Mr. Lincoin’s call to
arme,  His warmest opponents entered info a gene-
rous contest with s firmest friends to see who
con/d do most in the detense of tne Union of tne
States, 1 mlpgon the trath of the tact can nover be
known, but I have always thonght that the Domo-
arsts ol Penmsylvanin turnished more soldiers in
that war than the Republicsns of Pennaylvania did,
No man, I thunk, wild pretend to say that woe tar-
nished jower, Indeed, the enthusiasm was 80 groat
in fuvor of the flag and the Constitution and the
country, that all party distinetions were dropped by
comon consgnt.

111t bad not been #o, the State of Pennsylvania
would not now oceupy the proud eninence of havin
sont to (hig war wore men any otbhoer state. 1f
it hnd wot beem for the blood spilt and the trogsures
poured ont during this war by moen who had been
all their hives opposed to the nblican organiza-
tion, we never conld have achieved our great triumph
Over thie arms of the South, [eay, therefore, my
Democratio fellow-gitizons, very plainiy, that Ilook
back with satisfaction on t'l:lo part which we took in
this great struggle.

During this eventful period the great mass of the
Demooratic party undertook the perlormance of
another duty just as important, and that was the
defense of the Constitution from attacks by North-
orn hands, The oflense ot the Sonth haa consmtad
simply m violating the Constitution by throwing off
alloginnes to 16, W e mamtained that the North nad
just as hittle ngnht to violate it; and toat it the South
ware to be brought back 1t musy be to a whole Con-
stitution, ana not to & broken one,. Every officor of
the Federnl Government had taken sn oath o sup-
port that fl"ﬂﬁl instroment in all its parts, and we
held that be pad just as LHttle right to violate it tor
Any purpose whatever as o juror or a witness hos to
viola'e his onth for the sccomplishment o1 aay per-
gonal benefit, This wis & daffloult position to main-
tain during a time o1 80 much popuar excitoment,
Coarse and vulgar minds could not appreciate it,
and bad men would not. The keys of Fort Latayotte
turned smoothly to those on the ovtside

Military eommisgions weore found more efMencions
intaking buman life than conrta and jures, and
the antiquated and troutlosome principles of juris-
srudence. Those who had their armsn ths puolic
rensary up to the shoulder-joants, 1wund it conve.
nient 10 divert public attenton from themselves by
oxciting suspicions nesinst others. It was an oasy
thing to exeite tne spirit of mob violenee sgninst
those who denounced these fraunds—toe grossost,
perhaps, which were ever prictised among civilized
men It was an easy thing lor the pastor of a
chureh, whose flock were reiolong in the pastures
o! largoe contracts, to forget those bonign doctrines
of charity, forbearance. and good-will 1o men sel
forth 1n his commlission, and to uree the duty of
socinl proseripuon against pore, honorable, and
patriotic men, whose only oflense it was to differ
with him in respect to the mode of putting down
the Rebellion,

On the other hand, we have sesn ministers of reli-

on dis minating for years doctrines which wou'd
iave prevented the Rebellion altogether, and when
the calastrophe camo, praying as ferventiv, and la.
boring wa taithiully for the success of our army as if
their lives depended apon the issueizand yet we
have heard such men deuounced as disaffoctod, sim-
ply beeaunsge thoy conld not velieve the destruction
of our own Constitution the best way of restoring
the Union. In many justances the Boneh afforded
exampies of Roman flimness in the discharge of 1ts
migh duties, Judees who had spent their liv-s
in the study of constitotional law—ardently at.
tached to the Union, and firmly determined on it
restoration—did mot hegitate, in defiance of all
popular olamor, {0 say that no power but Congress
conld suspenad the wnt of habeas corpus; that no
Eower existed, eveu 1 that body, to make aoything

rul Government, noting through the asency of the

To this thought tho ancient philosophers wore stran-
gers, for thourh they apprecia and sometimos
commended itg beauty, thoy never roso so high as to
insist on it as & law of human life, Into Mr, Spm-
ner's colleation of quotations it seems never to have
tound its way, and consequently in the narrow intel.
lect of that peron it soems to have made no lodg-
ment,

Hon. William A. Wallace, Chalyman of the Demo-
cratic Stawe Committes, said : —
